Another stirring chapter to the same 
subject was added by Mr. Allen, wno 
proposed a complete cessation of sen­ 
ate business, except to consider ap­ 
propriation bills, until the committees 
were filled.

The bankruptcy bill as passed is the

Minnesota. 
It provides for voluntary 
and involuntary bankruptcy, but the 
theory of its author was to free it from 
harshness and make it of substantial 
benefit to debtors and creditors.

New Orleans, La., April 23.—The 
Madison levees are endangered by the 
thousands of head of stock now feed­ 
ing on them. 
President Maxwell of 
the levee board undertook to clear the 
dikes of mules, horses and cows. The 
negroes, who owned most of the stock, 
were 
very 
excited over this action. 
They resisted the efforts of Mr. Max­ 
well to load the rattle on vessel *, and 
only ceased when the sheriff and a 
posse, arm ed with shotguns, overawed 
them. 
As feared, trouble is threatened be- 
twen the United States relief agents 
and the planters. 
One of the largest 
Louisiana planters, whose place is un­ 
der water, Maj. Bedford, applied for 
tenrn for his night hands. 
The United 
States officials would not accede to his 
ieq lest. as they felt that the levee at 
that point was a bad place in which 
even 
tem porarily to lodge 
families. 
The remedy they proposed was that 
Maj. Bedford’s laborers and their fam­ 
ilies should be transferred to Vicks­ 
burg or its immediate neighborhood, 
where the governm ent 
would under­ 
take 
their care for the tim e 
being. 
This proposal was opposed vigorously 
by all the louisiana planters to whom 
it was made. 
The levees are still in 
very grave danger and if the negroes , 
learn that the government will feed ! 
and lodge them at Vicksburg, they will 
flock to that city, not only from the 
overflowed 
lowlands, but from those 
that are still dry, and even from the 
hill parishes. 
There will be no labor 
lf*r lo care for the levees th at are still 
standing 
and 
when the w aters sub­ 
side there will be no negroes on the 
land to do the planting. 
No agree­ 
ment has yet been reached. 
The fear that the levees may be cut 
by a mob from New Orleans still pre­ 
vails at all points near the city, even 
at Algiers, the western suburb of the 
city, and an arm y 
is 
stationed 
all 
along the levee on both sides of the 
river from Baton Rouge to New Or­ 
leans. 
An attem pt was made to cut the le­ 
vee at the Caison place on the Atchafa- 
laya.

THE DEATH OF MR. HOLMAN 


Representative Passes Away in Wash" 
lngton Yesterday Afternoon. 
W ashington, April 23.—Representa­ 
tive Holman of Indiana died at his 
home here at 2:05 o’clock 
Thursday 
afternoon, after an illness of several 
weeks. 
Spinal 
m eningitis 
was 
the 
cause of death. 
W illiam Steele Holm an’s public life 
began the very year he became of age. 
Born at a pioneer homestead 
called 
Veraestau, in Dearborn county, Indi­ 
ana, Sept. 6, 1822, he became a judge of 
the Probate Court in 1843, and contin­ 
ued as such until 1846. 
After leaving 
the bench he wras elected prosecuting 
attorney, and filled the position from 
1847 to 1849. He was a member of the 
convention of 1850 which framed the 
present constitution of the State of In­ 
diana, then a member of the state legis­ 
lature. 
His congressional career be­ 
gan with his election to the house of 
representatives in 1858. W ith three ex­ 
ceptions, he has been elected to th at 
body biennially ever since. 
One of 
these exceptions was in 1864, when he 
was defeated for the nom ination be­ 
cause he was a war democrat. In 1880 
Judge Holman was returned to con­ 
gress and with the exception of one 
term had remained 
a member 
ever 
since. 
Throughout the whole of this 
period Judge Holman was one of the 
most efficient and trusted of the demo­ 
cratic 
leaders. 
His 
name 
became 
synonymous 
with 
the 
watchwords 
“economy 
and frugality” in govern­ 
ment expenditures. 
Probably no other 
member of congress, in either branch, 
was so thoroughly versed in all 
the 
statutes of the United States, or so 
fam iliar with the circumstances of their 
enactm ent and the effects of their ope­ 
ration. 
He m arried 
Miss 
Abigail 
Knapp 
while he was studying law in 1842.

H E current issue 
of the Century is 
the 
“Inauguration 
Number,” and con­ 
tains several arti­ 
cles and many il­ 
lustrations relating 
to official life 
at 
W ashington. Mr. C. 
C. Duel writes a 
paper on “Our Fel- 
low-Citizer* 
o f the 
W hite House,” devoted to th" official 
cares and duties of the President, in 
the course of which he says 
At ten o’clock a hardly d ?^°rnTble 
sign against the glass of the barrier 
announces to the citizen who has ar­ 
rived under the grand portal that the 
executive mansion is “open” to visit­ 
ors; at two o’clock the sign is changed 
to “closed.” 
The doorkeepers swing 
the doors open to everybody. 
W ithin 
the large vestibule 
nothing 
is seen 
which indicates the arrangem ent and 
purposes of the different parts of the 
mansion. 
It was not always so, for 
originally the now concealed corridor, 
or middle h a l\ with the staircase on 
the right, was a part of the entrance- 
hall; now the spaces between the mid­ 
dle columns are closed with colored 
glass partitions, and the vestibule is 
simply a large square room pleasant 
to get out of. No way appears to open 
to tho state apartm ents in the center, 
or to the west wing, which is devoted 
to the private apartm ents; yet glass 
doors are there, though as impercept­ 
ible to the stranger as a swinging pan­ 
el. 
To the left there is a door which 
is always open. 
It adm its to a small 
hall across which a sim ilar door is the 
side entrance to the great East Room. 
About this splendid room, comprising 
the whole east end of the mansion, the 
visitor may wander at will before the 
portraits, or enjoy from the windows 
the beauty of the Treasury building to 
the east or the impressive landscape to 
the south, including the towering shaft 
of the W ashington monument, and, be­ 
yond, 
the 
ever-charm ing 
Potomac 
spreading with enlarging 
curves to­ 
ward Mount Vernon; and in the private 
garden under 
the windows 
he may 
chance to see a merry band of little 
ones, two of them the President’s old­ 
est daughters, with a few playm ates 
belonging to a kindergarten class. 
From the small hall between the ves­ 
tibule and the East Room a stairway 
ascends toward the medial line of the 
building to a wide middle hall, on each 
side of which are the offices of the 
President. The arrangem ent is simple, 
and in the floor-plan covers the space 
occupied below by the East Room and 
the Green Room, the latter being the 
counterpart of the small hall with the 
public stairway, just mentioned. At the 
head of these stairs, over the 
Green 
Room, is the Cabinet Room, which is 
the first apartm ent in the south side 
of the hall; a jog of two steps, at the 
private door into the President’s room, 
m arking the raised ceiling of the East 
Room below. 
The President reaches 
his office through the Cabinet Room, 
entering the latter from the library, 
which corresponds on the second floor 
w ith the Blu^ Room of the State apart­ 
ments. President A rthur, indeed, used 
the library as his office and the cabi­ 
net cham ber for an anteroom, while 
his private secretary was domiciled in 
the tiaditional office of the President. 
During his first term Mr. Cleveland 
preserved the same arrangem ent; but 
General H arrison went 
back 
to the 
office hallowed by Lincoln’s occupancy, 
and Mr. Cleveland, on his return, found 
the arrangem ent so satisfactory that 
he continued it. 
Beyond the Pres! 
dent’s largo square office is the corner 
room where Private Secretary Thurber 
is always either wrestling with the de 
tails of executive business or standing 
w ith bis shoulder braced against the 
•crowd struggling to see the President. 
It is a narrow apartm ent, and might 
be called appropriately the “Hall of the 
Disappointed.” the 
suggestion 
being 
emphasized by portraits of the greatest 
of 
presidential 
aspirants, 
Clay and 
W ebster, to which Mr. Thurber has 
added, as his private property, an en­ 
graving of the closest contestant for 
the office, Governor Tilden. 
On the 
north side of the hall there are two 
rooms which correspond to those on 
the south side just described, the small 
'one being occupied by Mr. O. L. Pru­ 
den, the assistant secretary since Gen­ 
eral Gran ’s time, and the custodian 
of the c^ce books as well as of the 
tradition*- .^hich govern the public so­ 
cial routine of the executive mansion; 
in his i^om nits the telegraph clerk at 
his instrum ent, and by the window is 
a 
telephone, 
which 
saves 
a 
great 
am ount of messenger service between 
the President 
and the 
departm ents. 
Occasionally a congressman, with less 
ceremony than discretion, attem pts to 
get an appointm ent with the ear 01 
the President over the telephone, and 
there is a record of a stage earthquake 
produced in the 
private 
secretary’s 
room by a furious congressman 
who 
found the telephone ineffective, 
and 
his O’ympiau style even Tess so. 
Not­ 
w ithstanding that it is almost the sole 
modern 
improvement 
in the W hite 
House, the President has been seen at 
the telephone but once, and then, need­ 
less to say, not on call.
